The urgent need of economy as pro- 
claimed by the Minister of Finance 
received another striking exemplifica- 
tion on Thursday at the hands of his 
colleague ,the Minister of Justice, who 
introduced a resolution to establish 
an appeal court in the 
Saskatchewan with a chief justice at 
$8,000 a year, and three other judges 
at $7,000 each. In the present su- 
preme court of Saskatchewan the 
chief justice gets $7,000 and the other 
judges get $6,000. So that there is not 
only an increase in the number of 
judges, but an increase of salaries to 
the additional judges over what is 
now paid. To the question as to whe- 
ther he had satisfied himself as to the 
need of the establishment of an ap- 
peal court in Saskatchewan and 
therefore as to the cost being war- 
ranted, the Minister of Justice said he 
did not consider that was part of his 
duty. The provincial legislature = of 
Saskatchewan had made proviston for 
the establishment of an appeal court, 
and Lis omly responsibility was to 
make the appointments and provide 
the salaries, Such a contention com- 
ing from anyone else than a Minister 
of Justice might be passed over as 
simply absurd, but when the Minister 
of Justice of the Dominion of Canada 
declares that the government of 
which he is a member has oo respon- 
sibility in adding a burden that will 
amount to more than $30,000 a year 
to the treasury, the condition has be-

When the Dominion jovernment 
changed four years ago, and the Con- 
servative organization was in power 
in the Dominion as well as in Mant- 
toba, the time seemed to have arrived 
when the purchaser might either be 
dispossessed or be blackmailed for 
substantial amounts. Bradbury, mem- 
ber for Selkirk, supported by other 
members of the Conservative party, 
attacked the action of the late Liberal 
Government in securing the surrender 
both while in opposition and after the 
Conservative party had attained pow- 
er, Following these attacks the Do- 
minion Government entered action in 
the exchequer coyrt to dispossess the 
purchasers, but, having carried the 
action forward farsenough to see that 
they could not succeed, as no flaw 
could be found in either the legality

SOME CHANGES IN 
MORATORIUM ACT 


Board of Trade Delegation Waits 
on Premir Sifton—Principle 
of Bill Not Affected 


A deputation from the Edmonton 
Board of trade, accompanied by Sec- 
retary Fisher, were received by Pre- 
mier Sifton, at the parliament build- 
ings yesterday, the object of the 

‘wlegation being iv discuss the pro- 
visions of the moratorium for soldiers 
and to ask that some modification be 
made in respect to certai¢, clauses. 

The board of trade are heartily in 
accord with the principle of the bill, 
but say that injustice might arise un- 
der some circumstances, 

Some Cases in Point. 

For instance, says Mr, Fisher, a 
debtor might use the bill for evading 
just debts which he is able to pay. A 
man might have considerable debts 
and also assets, but not want to rea- 
Nze on them, so he enlists in orded 
that his creditors cannot touch him, 
and then, just before the  jattalion 
leaves, he pays $50 and buys himself 
out, or gets himself discharged, Again, 
there is the question of partnership. 
A firm gets into trouble, and one 
partner enlists. Under the morator- 
ium the’ creditors could proceed 
against the remaining partner and 
could obtain judgmemt, but that would 
bell. They could not realize on the 
assets, unless the other partner gave 
consent or left the army. Again, the 
remaining partner could pissipate the 
assets, and yet the creditors could not 
intervene, » 

One other point is the case of a 
inan who enlists avd places his busi- 
ness in the hands of another to look 
after on his behalf. The man left may 
be capable, or get in debt or trouble, 
the creditors 


and yet in such case 
could not intervene. Also the man 
could sell out the business, put the 


money in a bank, and nothing could 
be done on the part of the creditors to 
stop such proceedings, 

The Board of Trade urge some pre- 
tection in such cases, without destroy- 
ing the principle of the bill, 

Premicr Sympathetic,
